PSALM IV. 4. 


Stand in awe, aud Sin not: commune with your 
own Heart upon your bed, and be ſtill. 


OD Calls upon us this Day to Stand in 
awe of Him ; for He hath terribly 
ſhaken the Earth under us, & threatn'd 

to ſend us down quick into the Pit. 

Ar the ſame time, He alſo encourageth us to 

Hape in His Mercy. We might have been ſud- 

denly deſtroy'd, & that without remedy. Yeſter- 

day might have been the laſtSabbath, and the laſt 

Opportunity of hearing GOD ſpeaking to us in 

His Word ; but Adored be the divine Patience 

and Long-ſuffering ! Our gracious' LORD hath

Tre Penman of this Pſalm was David; the 
Occaſion of it is uncertain ; It ſeems to have 
been made, when he was diftreſs'd either by 
& Abſalom, or Saul, or by ſome other great and 
* powerful Enemies. The words of my Text 
are rendred and underſtood by learned Men with 
ſome variety. The Word, ſays a worthy D:vins, 
ſignifies any moving of the Heart ; the Septuagins 
render it, Be angry, and Sin not. Which Words 
being us'd by the Apoſtle Paul, Eph. 4. 26. are 
ſuppos'd by tome to be a Quotation from this 
Pialm. Others render it by a word which ſig- 
nifies to tremble or ſhake for fear. Piſcator gives 
the tenſe thus; Be mov'd with fear of the anger 
of GOD. Which is agreeable to our own Verfion, 
Stand in Awe. There is alſo ſome difference a- 
mong Expzſitors reſpecting the Perſons to whom 
theſe words are directed. Some think they are 
directed to his Enemies, that they ſhou'd fear 
GOD and not Sin againſt Him by their oppoſit i- 
on to David's Perſon and Government, who was 
anointed by GOD's ſpecial Direction and Com- 
mand. Others rather underſtand the words as 
directed to his Friends, that they ſhou'd ftand in 
awe of GOD's terrible Majeſty under their diſ- 
treſſing troubles, and not fin by murmuring a- 
gainſt GOD, or taking any forbidden Courſes to 
_ Extricate themſelves. However it is plain, that 
theſe words are ſpoken to a profeſſing People in a 
time of Calamity, and I may from them obſerye 
this Doctrine, | 

Docr. Its the Duty of particular Perſons and of 
4 alen, Peaple in times of great Diſtræſs, ta 
Stand in Awe of GOD, and not Sin, -"—= 
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Ir is our Duty at all times to fear that glorious 
and fearful Name, the LORD our GOD, and eſpe- 
cially when He diſplays his terrible Majeſty in 
awful Judgments; we ſhou'd then look above Se- 
conf Cauſes, and obey that word which GOD 
ſpake to his People in a time when their Hearts 
were ready to fail them for fear, Iſai. 8. 12, 13. 
Say ye not, a Confederacy, — Santtifie the Lord of 
Hoſts bimfelf, & let Him be your fear, and let Him 
be your dread, We muſt at ſuch a time Sanctifie 
the Lord of Hoſts --- We muſt have our minds 
impreſs'd with an holy awe, a reverential fear of

his infinite Power, Juſtice, Holineſs, Faithfulneſs 
and Mercy, & other admirable Perfections which 
ſhine forth in his judicial Diſpenſations, and in 
that ſeaſonable help which he affords his People 
under them ; Inſtead of being Slaviſhly afraid 
of Evil, which fear brings a ſnare. We ſhou'd 
Exerciſe a religious filial fear of GOD as F## ſaid, 
Job 23. 15. When I conſider, I am afraid of bim. 
We ſhould be deeply concern'd, & afraid at the 
tokens of GOD's diſpleaſure, Even when hisWrath 
is kindled but a littls, & begins to burn; when he

Tray is a very comprehenſive Head, however I 
ſhall give it a diſtin Conſideration. When GOD 
is coming out in Judgments againſt us, We ſhould 
humble our ſelves under his mighty hand, loath/ 
ourſelves for our iniquities, &repent in duſt& aſhes. 
Thus GOD ſaid to his People of old, Jer. a. 9. I hine 
own wickedneſs ſhalt correct thee, & thy backſliding 
ſhall reprove thee : know therefore & ſee, that it 1 
an evil thing & bitter that thou haſt forſaken the Lora 
thy God, & that my fear is not in thee, ſaith the Lordi; 
God of Hoſts. Afflictions ſhould teach us the evi 
of Sin, & make that moſt bitter which is the pro 
curing cauſe of them. When GOD is threatning 
us we ſhould open our ears to diſcipline, & from 
an affecting ſight & ſenſe of the evil & danger, the 
filthineſs & odiouſneſs of Sin, heartily grieve be- 
cauſe we have offendedGOD by breaking his Law, 
and putting away our Sin, ſhou'd turn to him. As 
Ephraim bemoaned himſelf thus, Thou haſt chaſtiſeal;

Aud baſt-increaſed thy whoredoms, to provok

not Inſtituted by GOD Himſelf: That we uſe nc 
any Viſible Signs,asMeans of Worſhip which GOI 
hath not appointed, left GOD pour out his ange 
and his fury upon us, as He threatned, Jer. J. 20 
Therefore thus ſaith the Lord GOD, Behold, mine an 
ger & my fury ſhall be poured aut upen this place, up- 
man & upon beaſt, & upon the trees of the field, & up 
on thefruit of the ground; & it ſhall burn, & ſhall no 
be quenched. And then let us take heed we do no 
neglect any of His Ordinances & Inſtitutions : But 
look to it that we be in all the Commandmen 
and Ordinances of the LORD blameleſs.

=== Let us have grace, whereby we muy ſerve God ac 
ceptably, tvith reverence & godly fear. For our G 
is a conſuming fire. If we allow our ſelves to come 
into GOD's preſence without a due ſenſe of the 
Majeſty and Glory of GOD, & of our own mean 
neſs & vileneſs; without a due ſolemnity of Spi- 
rit, in a heedleſs cuſtomary manner; we provoke 
GOD to Sanctifie himſelf upon us by breaking 
out againſt us in terrible Judgments, x Cor. 11. 
29, 30. For he that eateth and drinketh unwortbi- 
ty, eateth and drinketh + damnation to bimſelf, not 
diſcerning be Lord's bady.

In the Scriptural Account of the Creation, the

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tural Day. And the Evening and the Morning 
were the Second Day, Gen. 1. 8. Agreable to 
this the Jewiſh Sabbath was from Evening to E- 
vening, Lev. 23. 32. And Nehemiah commanded 
the Gates to be ſhut when it began to be dark 
before the Sabbath, Neb. 13. 19. which by rea- 
ſon of the Mountains round about and near Fe- 
ruſalem, ſeems to have been about Sun: ſetting 
at furtheſt. The Chriſtian Sabbath is the firſt 
Day of the Week. And it muſt begin as other 
Days. As to the exact Time of CHRIS “T's Re- 
ſurrection, it is not ſet forth in Scripture. 

Ler us then diſpatch our Worldly Buſineſs to- 
wards the Evening, before the Sabbath Day. 
Such as are in Trade, ſhou'd take Care that their 
Shops be ſnut ſeaſonably. Such as have Meat 
or any other things to buy, ſhould take Care to 
do it before Night. Or whatever Secular Buſineſs 
is to be done, we ought to finiſh it ſo that we 
may not be cumber'd about it, when we ſhould 
be keeping an Holy Reft to the Lord. On the 
Lord's Day Morning, we ſhould riſe early, if our 
bodily Health will allow it, and take Care that 
we and our Houſholds ſeparate a whole Day for 
the Service of GOD ; and that we do not thro? 
Coveteouſneſs allow them in any unneceflary 
worldly Labour. There muſt be no Burdes born on 
theSabbath, No! not ſo much as to fetch or carry 
any wearing -Apparel : yea on this Day the 
Beaſts muſt Reft from Labour ---. Thou ſhalt 
not do any WIR, thou nor thy Cattle.“ Partly 
& to teach us to exerciſe Mercy toward the 
„ brute Creatures, partly becauſe the uſe of 

| Cattle 
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Cattle muſt have drawn along with it the At- 
* tendance or Employment of Men The Reſt 

of Man and Beaſt muſt not be interrupted with- 

put weighty Cauſe, We muſt look to it that 

it be a Work of Neceſſity or Mercy, or elſe 
e may not efnploy Men about it. 


Again, As we muſt take Care that our Chi- 
ren and Servants be not Idle at home ; fo 
bat they attend the Publick Worſhip. GOD re- 
quires that we and ours appear before Him to 
o him Homage on this Day, and we muſt take 
Care to go up to the Houle of the Lord ; and 
we muſt not negle&t the Aſſembling our ſelves 
together on this Day: We muft ſee to it that 
our Seat be not Empty; and that our Chile ' 
dren and Servants do not abſent themſelves ; 
unleſs when Sickneſs, the neceflary Occafions 
of the Family, Ec. require it. And though it 
be true, that the Sabbath is but one Day in 
the. Week; yet there is Prudence to be uſed 
on the Evening after the Sabbath-Day, . that 
we do not loſe what we have wrought or got 
on the Lord's-Day, by going Abroad into 
vain Company, by viſits of meer Ceremony, 
Sc. but rather Employ the Time in Catechiſing 
our Children and Servants, Ec. | 


Lr us then be Exhorted to Keep the Sab- 
bath holy. Let us turn away our foot from 
the Sabbath, from doing our Pleafure on 


{| coD' holy Day. Let us call the Sabbath our 


delight, 
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delight, the holy of the Lord honourable, ani, 
honour him, not doing our own ways, no 
finding our own pleaſures, nor ſpeaking ou 
own words. And let us be awakened to greaf 
Diligence and Care herein from the Warning 
GOD hath given us, and by the ſhakes of hi 
Rod over us.
